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Russia Wants Korean Peace 
Conference of Six Neutrals 
Plus Ones Who Fought 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
— 
Russia proposed today that the 
Korean peace conference be made 
up of fiv e so-called neutrals in ad­ 
dition to six 
countries who took 
part in the actual fighting. 
The Sov iet resolution called for 
inclusion of the following countries: 
France, Russia, Communist China. 
India, 
Poland, 
Sweden, 
Burma, 
North Korea and South Korea. 
The Sov iet mov e came as the 
General Assembly ’s 60-nation Pol­ 
itical Committee rejected a Rus­ 
sian demand that Red China and 
North Korea be inv ited to take 
part in the current U. N. Korean 
debate. 
Russia’s effort to turn the Ko­ 
rean parley into a sort of round­ 
table 
affair 
contrasted 
sharply 
with the United States demand that 
the talks be restricted to repre- 
sentativ s of the "two sides” who 
fought in Korea. 
Plunge Head-On 
The committee plunged head-on 
into the general debate after turn­ 
ing down the demand for inv iting 
Red China and North Korea here. 
U. 
S. 
Delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. insisted that the peace 
conference must be limited to the 
countries who took part, with the 
possible ex ception of Russia. He 
said he had no objection to Russia’s 
participation if the North Koreans 
and Chinese Reds want it. 
Britain and France both adv o­ 
cated 
a 
broader 
representation 
than that sought by the United 
States. 
British Minister of 
State Sel 
wy n Lloy d said Britain “does not 
wish to perpetu ate this concept of 
two sides, to hav e the peace con­ 
ference as a kind of political Pan- 
munjom.” 
He specifically urged the inclu­ 
sion of India. 
Maurice Schumann. French for­ 
eign undersecretary of state, said 
his 
country proposed that 
"all 
those who can usefully participate 
in the negotiations should, in all 
good logic, be inv ited." 
He said the conference should 
not consist "of two opposing camps 
confronting one another." 
If the Korean question is first 
settled, other Far Eastern ques­ 
tions, including that of Indochina, 
could be discussed, he said. 
The v ote on the two countries 
was taken separately . The propos­ 
al to inv ite Communist China was 
14 in fav or, 34 against and nine 
abstaining. The v ote against inv it­ 
ing North Korea was 18-34 with 
sev en abstaining. 
Sov iet Delegate Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky warned before the decision 
that "no solution is possible in 
their absence." 
Immediately 
after 
the 
v ote. 
Lodge opened the general debate 
with a strong plea that the peace 
parley be limited to the 
"two 
sides” as opposed to the so-called 
roundtable idea. 
It was on this ground that Lodge 
opposed the inv itation of the Chi­ 
nese Reds and the North Koreans. 
He said it was a question solelv 
for the U. N. to determine which 
countries should sit on its side and 
that the Communist 
aggressors 
should pick their own represent­ 
ativ es. 
Vishinsky took issue with this in­ 
terpretation of the armistice agree­ 
ment. The Korean conference, he 
said, should be a political confer­ 
ence in the broad meaning of the 
term and not mtrely of the two 
sides. 
Most of Russia’s support in the 
v oting came from the Arab and 
Asian countries. Bbsentions includ­ 
ed Mex ico, Boliv ia, 
Israel 
and 
Guatemala.

Then she 
laid her billfold down on the fend­ 
er of the tru ck while she took the 
melon home. Then she discov ered 
she didn’t hav e her billfold and 
back she ran to catch the tru ck 
bu t it was gone. So was her bill­ 
fold. 
“I k nows he k new I pu t the bill­ 
fold down ’cau se he was watching 
when I opened it and said I had 
enou gh money there to bu y all the 
matermelons.” 
So Clarrandy wou ld lik e to hav e 
the driv er of the blu e pick -u p re- :

Wave of Bogus Checks, 
Cashier Leslie Reports 


L. C. Leslie, cashier at the Bank 
of Sik eston, commenting on con­ 
ditions today , said this morning 
there is an u nprecedented wav e of 
bogu s check s. Du ring the past six 
months the bank , according to 
Leslie, 
has 
handled 
bad 
check s than it has ev er handled in 
a y ear’s time before. 
Most of the check s are for small 
amou nts, av eraging arou nd $15, 
and the bu lk of them are drawn 
on bank s where the w riter has no 
accou nt, or are retu rned mark ed 
‘N.S.F.’, insu fficient fu nds, bu t a 
great many are ou t and ou t for­ 
geries. 
Apparently , Leslie said, the m a­ 
jority of the bad check s are w rit­ 
ten by amateu rs and y ou ng peo­ 
ple. They are passed at serv ice 
stations 
indicating 
that 
some 
y ou nger folk s, ou t for a joy ride, 
are short of money and go into a 
filling station, get a tank fu l of gas, 
then ask the operator to tak e a 
check in pay ment. Almost inv ar­ 
iably the serv ice station man rath ­ 
er than attempt to tak e the gas 
ou t of the car tank will accept the 
check and giv e the party change. 
A lot of these bad check s also 
tu rn u p in the deposits of tav ern 
k eepers, Leslie said. People ou t on 
a party spend more than they an­ 
ticipated and figu re a check is the 
easiest way ou t, so they w rite one. 
Others apparently go into a 
store, bu y some merchandise and 
offer a small check in pay ment, 
and the merchant, rather than lose 
the sale, will tak e the check . 
Ju st how to cu rb the practice is 
a problem, Leslie admits. Nobody , 
he said, wants to tell a cu stomer 
his check is no good especially if 
the cu stomer appears to be honest 
—and most of them do. The only 
solu tion, Leslie say s, apparently is 
for merchants and others in bu si­ 
ness to tighten down on accepting 
check s from strangers u nless they 
are cashier’s check s, money orders 
or gov ernment check s, and ev en in 
su ch cases the identity of the per­ 
son presenting su ch check s shou ld 
be fu lly established as well as his, 
or her right to cash the check be­ 
ing presented.

County Health Officer 
Says Doctors Can't 
Furnish Gamma Globulin 


Don’t be misled by reports that 
any doctor can fu rnish gamma 
globu lin for polio, Dr. Thelma C. 
Bu ek thorpe, cou nty health officer, 
warns Scott cou ntians. 
Repeatedly , the doctor has heard 
ru mors that people from other 
cou nties, whose doctors liv e in 
Sik eston, hav e come u p here seek ­ 
ing to hav e gamma globu lin for 
polio fu rnished to their children 
and, when told there was none 
av ailable ex cept by application to 
and approv al of the cou nty health 
office, hav e told their doctors they 
cou ld get all they wanted from a 
phy sician in Poplar Blu ff. 
In the first place, Dr. Bu ck - 
thorpe said, the Department of 
Defense took u p all the av ailable 
su pply of gamma globu lin for po­ 
lio and restricted its distribu tion. 
It may only be distribu ted by the 
cou nty health offices and by them 
only to actu al case of hou se con­ 
tact with certain age restrictions 
ex cept in the case of pregnant 
women, who may be giv en the 
medicine at any time. 
There is no charge for the gam­ 
ma globu lin bu t there is the phy ­ 
sician’s charge for administering 
it. Those people who, according to 
ru mor, hav e paid as high as $140 
a dose for ’gamma globu lin,’ Dr. 
Bu ek thorpe said, hav e been rook ed 
by an u nscru pu lou s person and, 
possibly hav e paid their money for 
gamma globu lin for measles rath­ 
er than for polio, conseq u ently , 
hav e receiv ed absolu tely no bene­ 
fit. 
It is entirely possible, she con­ 
tinu ed, that some doctor, k nowing 
in adv ance of the Department of 
Defense’s order to pick u p all the 
gamma globu lin for polio su pply , 
stock -piled some of the medicine 
and did not tu rn it in. 
No doctor is su pposed to hav e 
on hand any sort of a su pply of 
this gamma globu lin. When its u se 
is necessary the only au thorized 
procedu re is to fill ou t the proper 
form in the office of the health 
departm ent at Benton and the 
health departm ent will fu rnish the 
medicine to the attendant phy si­ 
cian for his patient. 
Fu ll details of this medicine 
will be fu rnished by Dr. Bu ck - 
thorpe on application.

Cru der, prov ides, in brief, that: 
The engineers are to mak e all 
necessary preliminary su rv ey s of 
the city ’s needs, draw u p all nec­ 
essary plans and specifications for 
constru ction of the main sewer 
arteries, disposal plant and lift 
stations and also for the lateral 
sewer lines. 
The main lines and plant are to 
bt* bu ilt by contract u nder the su ­ 
perv ision of the engineers, bu t the 
lateral lines will be pu t in by the 
Board of Pu blic Work s. 
It is estimated the contract job 
will cost approx imately $600,000. 
and for their work the engineers 
receiv ed 5Vz per cent of the cost 
of construction which is to be paid 
as follows: 70 per cent of their 
fee to be paid when complete plans 
and specifications are turned ov er 
to the city ; 20 per cen+ more when 
50 per cent of the contract con­ 
struction is completed and the bal­ 
ance when the job is finished. Mak­ 
ing a total fee for the contract 
part of the sy stem amounting to 
approx imately $33,000. 
On the matter of the lateral 
lines the engineers are to simply 
furnish complete plans and specifi­ 
cations for a sum not to ex ceed 


$10,000. 
Coleman Against Bonds 
Coleman re-iterated his conten­ 
tion that it is ridiculous to issue 
$450.000 worth of bonds to be re­ 
tired ov er a period of 35 y ears by 
hiking the water rates fifty per 
cent. Coleman said the simpler way 
would be just to raise the water 
rates fifty per cent, pay for the 
laterals as the money accummu- 
lates and not issue $450,000 in bonds 
at all. Coleman went further to 
say it was his guess — just a 
guess, howev er, that the laterals 
could be all put in within fiv e or 
six y ears. At any rate, he said, the 
city wouldn’t be any 35 y ears doing 
it. 
Asked what the sewer project to 
be worked out by the new engine­ 
ers would include, Coleman said 
the sy stem would include ev ery 
area of the city that was included 
in the original proposals and what 
the people v oted on. No area would 
be omitted. 
Before settling on the Kansas 
City engineering firm, Coleman told 
the Council, his committee had 
canv assed a number of the engine­ 
ering firms, had inv estigated their 
records and checked and re-check 
them until by a process of elimina­ 
tion they had narrowed the field 
of prospects to three and then to 
Haskins, Riddle and Sharp. 
The Council authorized, by mo­ 
tion, that the may or sign the con­ 
tract immedately . 
Ernest Dunn and Allen Garner, 
of Poplar Bluff, appeared before 
the council with the former speak­ 
ing on behalf of the Midwest Video 
Co., Inc., asking for six month op­ 
tion to be followed by a ten y ear 
franchise to install in Sikeston a 
community antenna sy stem. 
By this sy stem, Dunn ex plained, 
the company would erect a tower 
sufficiently high to intercept tele­ 
v ision wav es from St. Louis, Mem- 
nhis, and other cities and direct 
them into indiv idual homes. 
It would be necessary , first, Dunn 
said, to run tests locally to see 
whether it would be possible to 
get clear pictures here. If the tests 
should prov e it possible, he said, 
the company then wanted a fran­ 
chise to lay the necessary cable 
to carry the TV programs into the 
indiv idual homes. 
Rental Charge 
There would be an installation 
fee plus a regular monthly ren­ 
tal charge for the serv ice, Dunn 
said, but just what it would amount 
to he was not in a position to say 
until after it was learned what 
the cost of setting up the sy stem 
here would be. 
Similar sy stems are already in 
use in some 200 cities in the coun­ 
try and. according to Dunn, are 
prov ing highly satisfactory . 
After some discussion the Council 
v oted to giv e the company permis­ 
sion to make the tests within the 
six months period Dunn asked for 
and then, if a mutually satisfactory 
franchise could be worked out be­ 
tween the company and the city 
attorney , to v ote on giv ing the 
company the ten-y ear francise ask 
for. 
Dunn 
pointed 
out 
that 
his 
company ’s operations would in no 
wav interfer with or prev ent pri­ 
v ate installations of antenna but he 
believ ed if the preliminary tests 


were successful that when people 
learned they could get clear TV 
pictures from any station and not 
be bothered with the interference 
prev alent as conditions are they 
would b welcome to his company ’! 
serv ice. 
He ex plained the operations of 
the community antenna by say ing 
that the TV transmissions from 
the v arious stations would be cau- 
caught on the community tower and 
re-directed in different channels, 
if necessary to av oid interference. 
Thus a person could turn his set 
to any station with assurance he 
would get a good picture. In the 
case of Memphis and St. Louis— 
both on Channel Fiv e, one or the 
other would be deflected from the 
community tower into another cha­ 
nnel for routing into the v arious 
indiv idual homes, so that both sta­ 
tions would come in clearly . 
Virgil Hathorn, of Charleston, 
who wants a permit to collect gar­ 
bage in Sikeston, was also present 
but no action was taken because 
Cline Abies, chairman of the spec­ 
ial committee named to work out 
a solution to the garbage collec­ 
tion problem locally , had failed to 
call a meeting of his committee 
since the last regular meeting of 
council. The Charleston ordinance 
gov erning garbage collection was 
read to the Council for its infor­ 
mation and May or Chas. H. Butler 
said he would call a meeting of the 
committee in the near future ti 
discuss the matter with interested 
nariies and try to hav e somethin# 
worked out by the nex t regular 
meeting. 
The may or was authorized to pay 
the dues to make Sikeston a mem­ 
ber of the Missouri 
Municipal 
League beginning Nov . 1. 
Just before adjournment Council­ 
man 
Robert Sizemore said he 
wanted the council to be thinking 
about the park problem. He could 
not see any reason, he said, why 
the VFW Baseball park shouldn't 
be included as part of the city 's 
park sy stem so it would get some 
financial help from the mill tax .

Russia’s effort to turn the Ko­ 
rean parley into a sort of round­ 
table 
affair 
contrasted 
sharply 
with the United States demand that 
the talks be restricted to repre- 
sentativs of the “two sides” who 
fought in Korea. 
Plunge Head-On 
The committee plunged head-on 
into the general debate after turn­ 
ing down the demand for inviting 
Red China and North Korea here. 
U. 
S. 
Delegate 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge Jr. insisted that the peace 
conference must be limited to the 
countries who took part, with the 
possible exception of Russia. He 
said he had no objection to Russia’s 
participation if the North Koreans 
and Chinese Reds want it. 
Britain and France both advo­ 
cated 
a 
broader 
representation 
than that sought by the United 
States. 
British Minister of State Sel 
wyn Lloyd said Britain “does not 
wish to perpetuate this concept of 
two sides, to have the peace con­ 
ference as a kind of political Pan- 
munjom.” 
He specifically urged the inclu­ 
sion of India. 
Maurice Schumann. French for­ 
eign undersecretary of state, said

country proposed that

C. Leslie, cashier at the Bank 
of Sikeston, commenting on con­ 
ditions today, said this morning 
there is an unprecedented wave of 
bogus checks. During the past six 
months the bank, according to 
Leslie, has 
handled ^ja^re 
bad 
checks than it has ever handled in 
a year’s time before. 
Most of the checks are for small 
amounts, averaging around $15, 
and the bulk of them are drawn 
on banks where the writer has no 
account, or are returned marked 
‘N.S.F.’, insufficient funds, but a 
great many are out and out for­ 
geries. 
Apparently, Leslie said, the ma­ 
jority of the bad checks are writ­ 
ten by amateurs and young peo­ 
ple. They are passed at service 
stations 
indicating 
that 
some 
younger folks, out for a joy ride, 
are short of money and go into a 
filling station, get a tankiul of gas, 
then ask the operator to take a 
check in payment. Almost invar­ 
iably the service station man rath­ 
er than attempt to take the gas 
out of the car tank will accept the 
check and give the party change. 
A lot of these bad checks also 
turn up in the deposits of tavern 
keepers, Leslie said. People out on 
a party spend more than they an­ 
ticipated and figure a check is the 
easiest way out, so they write one. 
Others apparently go into a 
store, buy some merchandise and 
offer a small check in payment, 
and the merchant, rather than lose 
the sale, will take the check. 
Just how to curb the practice is 
a problem, Leslie admits. Nobody, 
he said, wants to tell a customer 
his cheek is no good especially if 
the customer appears to be honest 
—and most of them do. The only 
solution, Leslie says, apparently is

County Health Officer 
Says Doctors C a n ’t 
Furnish Gamma Globulin 


Don’t be misled by reports that 
any doctor can furnish gamma 
globulin for polio, Dr. Thelma C. 
Buckthorpe, county health officer, 
warns Scott countians. 
Repeatedly, the doctor has heard 
rumors that people from other 
counties, whose doctors live in 
Sikeston, have come up here seek­ 
ing to have gamma globulin for 
polio furnished to their children 
and, when told there was none 
available except by application to 
and approval of the county health 
office, have told their doctors they 
could get all they wanted from a 
physician in Poplar Bluff. 
In the first place, Dr. Buck­ 
thorpe said, the Department of 
Defense took up all the available 
supply of gamma globulin for po­ 
lio and restricted its distribution. 
It may only be distributed by the 
county health offices and by them 
only to actual case ol house con­ 
tact with certain age restrictions 
except in the case of pregnant 
women, who may be given the 
medicine at any time. 
There is no charge for the gam- 
m: globulin but there is the phy­ 
sician’s charge for administering 
it. Those people who, according to 
rumor, have paid as high as $140 
a dose for ’gumma globulin,’ Dr. 
Buckthorpe said, have been rooked 
by an unscrupulous person and, 
possibly have paid their money for 
gamma globulin for measles rath­ 
er than for polio, consequently, 
have received absolutely no bene­ 
fit. 
It is entirely possible, she con­ 
tinued, that some doctor, knowing 
in advance of the Department of 
Defense’s order to pick up all the 
gamma globulin for polio supply, 
stock-piled some of the medicine 
and did not turn it in. 
No doctor is supposed to have 
on hand any sort of a supply of 
this gamma globulin. When its use 
is necessary the only authorized 
procedure is to fill out the proper 
form in the office of the health 
department at Benton 
and the 
health department will furnish the 
medicine to the attendant physi­ 
cian for his patient. 
Full details of this medicine 
will be furnished by Dr. Buck­ 
thorpe on application.

Haskins, Riddle and Sharp, en­ 
gineers of Kansas City, as soon 
as they receive their copy of the 
contract, will be the new engineers 
in charge of planrimgTand construc- 
struction of Sikeston’s sanitary sew­ 
er system. 
At a special session of the City 
Council last night E. P. Coleman, 
chairman of the special committee 
named by the Council to work out 
a solution to the sewer muddle, 
spoke briefly, recommending the 
engagement of the Kansas City 
engineers to do the job. 
The contract, read to the council- 
men 
by 
City 
Attorney 
Dwight 
Crader, provides, in brief, that: 
The engineers are to make all 
necessary preliminary surveys of 
the city’s needs, draw up all nec­ 
essary plans and specifications for 
construction of the main sewer 
arteries, disposal plant and lift 
stations and also for the lateral 
sewer lines. 
The main lines and plant are to 
be built by contract under the su­ 
pervision of the engineers, but the 
lateral lines will be put in by the 
Board of Public Works. 
It is estimated the contract job 
will cost approximately $600,000. 
and for their work the engineers 
received 5V4 per cent of the cost 
of construction which is to be paid 
as follows: 70 per cent of their 
fee to be paid when complete plans 
and specifications are turned over 
to the city; 20 per cen+ more when 
50 per cent of the contract con­ 
struction is completed and the bal­ 
ance when the job is finished. Mak­ 
ing a total fee for the contract 
part of the system amounting to 
approximately $33.000. 
On the matter of the lateral 
lines the engineers are to simply 
furnish complete plans and specifi­ 
cations for a sum not to exceed 


$ 10.000. 
Coleman Against Bonds 
Coleman re-iterated his conten­ 
tion that it is ridiculous to issue 
$450.000 worth of bonds to be re­ 
tired over a period of 35 years by 
hiking the water rates fifty per 
cent. Coleman said the simpler way 
would be just to raise the water 
rates fifty per cent, pay for the 
laterals as the money accummu- 
lates and not issue $450.000 in bonds 
at all. Coleman went further to 
say it was his guess — just a 
guess, however. that the laterals 
could be all put in within five or 
six years. At any rate, he said, the 
city wouldn’t be any 35 years doing 
it. 
Asked what the sewer project to 
be worked out by the new engine­ 
ers would include, Coleman said 
the system would include every 
area of the city that was included 
in the original proposals and what 
the people voted on. No area would 
be omitted. 
Before settling on the Kansas 
City engineering firm, Coleman told 
the Council, his committee had 
canvassed a number of the engine­ 
ering firms, had investigated their 
records and checked and re-check 
them until by a process of elimina­ 
tion they had narrowed the field 
of prospects to three and then to 
Haskins. Riddle and Sharp. 
The Council authorized, by mo­ 
tion, that the mayor sign the con­ 
tract immedately. 
Ernest Dunn and Allen Garner, 
of Poplar Bluff, appeared before 
the council with the former speak­ 
ing on behalf of the Midwest Video 
Co., Inc., asking for six month op­ 
tion to be followed by a ten year 
franchise to install in Sikeston a 
community antenna system. 
By this system, Dunn explained, 
the company would erect a tower 
sufficiently high to intercept tele­ 
vision waves from St. Louis, Mem­ 
phis, and other cities and direct 
them into individual homes. 
It would be necessary, first, Dunn 
said, to run tests locally to see 
whether it would be possible to 
get clear pictures here. If the tests 
should prove it possible, he said, 
the comoanv then wanted a fran­ 
chise to lav the necessary cable 
to carry the TV programs into the 
individual homes. 
Rental Charge 
There would be an installation 
fee plus a regular monthly ren­ 
tal charge for the service. Dunn 
said, but just what it would amount 
to he was not in a position to say 
until after it was learned what 
the cost of setting up the system 
here would be. 
Similar systems are already in 
use in some 200 cities in the coun­ 
try and, according to Dunn, are 
proving highly satisfactory. 
After some discussion the Council 
voted to give the company permis­ 
sion to make the tests within the 
six months period Dunn asked for 
and then, if a mutually satisfactory 
franchise could be worked out be­ 
tween the company and the city 
attorney, to vote on giving the 
company the ten-year francise ask 
for.

company’s operations would in no 
wav interior with or prevent nri- 
i vate installations of antenna but he 
1 believed if the preliminary tests 


were successful that when people 
learned they could get clear TV 
pictures from any station and not 
be bothered with the interference 
prevalent as conditions are they 
would b welcome to his company’s 
service. 
He explained the operations of 
the community antenna by saying 
that the TV transmissions from 
the various stations would be cau- 
caught on the community tower and 
re-directed in different channels, 
if necessary to avoid interference. 
Thus a person could turn his set 
to any station with assurance ha 
would get a good picture. In the 
case of Memphis and St. Louis— 
both on Channel Five, one or the 
other would be deflected from the 
community tower into another cha­ 
nnel for routing into the various 
individual homes, so that both sta­ 
tions would come in clearly.

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Russia Wants Korean Peace 
Conference of Six Neutrals 
Plus Ones Who Fought 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
— 
Russia proposed today that the 
Korean peace conference be made 
up of five so-called neutrals in ad­ 
dition to six 
countries who took 
part in the actual fighting. 
The Soviet resolution called for 
inclusion of the following countries: 
France, Russia, Communist China. 
India, 
Poland, Sweden, Burma, 
North Korea and South Korea. 
The Soviet move came as the 
General Assembly's 60-nation Pol­ 
itical Committee rejected a Rus­ 
sian demand that Red China and 
North Korea be invited to take 
part in the current U. N. Korean 
debate. 
Russia’s effort to turn the Ko­ 
rean parley into a sort of round 
table 
affair 
contrasted 
sharply 
with the United States demand that 
the talks be restricted to repre- 
sentativs of the "two sides" who 
fought in Korea. 
Plunge Head-On 
The committee plunged head-on 
into the general debate after turn­ 
ing down the demand for inviting 
Red China and North Korea here. 
U. S. 
Delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. insisted that the peace 
conference must be limited to the 
countries who took part, with the 
possible exception of Russia. He 
said he had no objection to Russia’s 
participation if the North Koreans 
and Chinese Reds want it. 
Britain and France both advo­ 
cated 
a 
broader 
representation 
than that sought by the United 
States. 
British Minister of State Sel 
w-yn Lloyd said Britain "does not 
wish to perpetuate this concept of 
two sides, to have the peace con­ 
ference as a kind of political Pan- 
munjom." 
He specifically urged the inclu­ 
sion of India. 
Maurice Schumann. French for­ 
eign undersecretary of state, said 
his country proposed that "all 
those who can usefully participate 
in the negotiations should, in all 
good logic, be invited." 
He said the conference should 
not consist "of two opposing camps 
confronting one another." 
If the Korean question is first 
settled, other Far Eastern ques­ 
tions, including that of Indochina, 
could be discussed, he said. 
The vote on the two countries 
was taken separately. The propos­ 
al to invite Communist China was 
14 in favor. 34 against and nine 
abstaining. The vote against invit­ 
ing North Korea was 18-34 with 
seven abstaining. 
Soviet Delegate Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky warned before the decision 
that "no solution is possible in 
their absence."

A lot of these bad checks also 
turn up in the deposits of tavern 
keepers, Leslie said. People out on 
a party spend more than they an­ 
ticipated and figure a check is the 
easiest way out, so they w’rite one. 
Others apparently go into a 
store, buy some merchandise and 
offer a small check in payment, 
and the merchant, rather than lose 
the sale, will take the check. 
Just how to curb the practice is 
a problem, Leslie admits.

Right at your 
fingertips will be such foods as frozen 
juices, commercially prepared foods, 
rolls, and other foods you will use 
frequently. On them can be stored a 
complete breakfast— frozen juices, sau­ 
sage, frozen waffles or English muffins, 
and even frozen coffee extract, if )ou 
like. 
Chest-type freezers provide a little 
more flexibility of arrangement of food 
than the upright t\pe. Bulky packages 
stack conveniently at the bottom of the 
chest-type freezer, and convenient bas­ 
kets come with the freezer to help in 
organizing food storage. Small pack­ 
ages and foods used frequently are 
usually stored in the baskets, which 
can he lifted easily for access to foods 
in the lower section.
